A lot of water has flowed under 
the bridge in this rapidly growing country since the date when the prov¬ 
inces were welded into a great geographical entity—Canada—by the fath¬ 
ers of Confederation in 1867. 

Though the fathers of Confederation can be credited with a great deal 
of wisdom and some foresight when they allocated to the Dominion and its 
provinces their several spheres of jurisdiction, even they could not have 
been expected to predict the immense growth, the great changes, the 
enormous diversity and scope of problems which would come about in less 
than three quarters of a century. The truth of the matter is that the 
country has outgrown the rules and regulations laid down for its guidance 
and the conduct of its affairs, though those rules and regulations were ad¬ 
mirably suited to its needs at the time they were formulated. 

As a result of these great and in many cases unpredictable changes 
and of the changed conditions under which the national, provincial and! 
municipal governments have to operate to-day, the clothes which clad the I 
lusty infant in 1867 are likely to choke the full grown adult of to-day ! 
Hence new clothes must be cut and fashjoped to suit the requirements of 
the present. a 1 


Favorable Reception 

While it is yet too early to pronounce any conclusive opinion on the 
recommendations of the Sirois Commission as a whole, its general tenor 
appeared when first released to meet with a favorable reception in the west 
by those who might be expected to be competent to give an opinion on 
such weighty subjects and based solely on newspaper summaries of the con¬ 
tents of the document. 

Certainly there can be no two opinions on the recommendation that 
the Federal government assume full responsibility for unemployment relief 
though municipal men are inclined to question the decision that this re¬ 
sponsibility should be confined to the employables, on the ground that the 
unemployable jobless have multiplied enormously during the depression de¬ 
cade.

Miners Wages Regula¬ 
ted by Cost of Living 

Re: Proposal that the Government 
should participate in a plan to 
supplement wages in the Coal 
Mining Industry in District 18,1 
by a Cost of Living Bonus. 

The proposals which have been dis¬ 
cussed by the undersigned and tenta¬ 
tively agreed upon may be summar¬ 
ized as follows: 

(a) That bonuses should be paid only 
if the increase in the cost of liv¬ 
ing since the date of the previous 
change has reached five per cent 
or more. 

(b) That the first revision shall be as 
at March 31st, 1940, and shall be 
based upon a comparison between 
the cost of living as at March 31st, 
1938. The second revision shall 
be made as of September 1st, 
1940, and subsequent revision 
dates shall be at intervals of four 
months as of ^he first days of 
January, May and September in 
each year. 

(c) That the said bonuses shall be 
revised downward should the cost 
of living budget show such a 
decrease as of any revision date 
on the same basis as applies to 
increases under (a) above, pro¬ 
vided however, that in no instance 
shall such a downward revision 
affect the basic Contractual wage 
rate. 

(d) It is contemplated that a propor¬ 
tion of the increases in the cost 
of living will be attributable, from 
time to time, to increased taxa¬ 
tion, and in view of the difficulty 
of determining such proportions 
accurately the undersigned will 
agree to abide by the determina¬ 
tion of such proportions by com¬ 
petent Government authority, and 
the amount so determined shall be 
deducted from the bonus to be 
paid. 

It is the opinion of the undersigned 
that it is essential that a Committee be 
appointed for the purpose of determin¬ 
ing as at the dates above specified, the 
cost of living within the territory com¬ 
prised in District 18, U.M.W. of A.; 
such Committee to be Composed of 
three members of whom one shall be 
nominated by District 18, U.M.W. of 
A., one by the Operators of the coal 
mines in the said: territory and the 
third by the Dominion Government ; 
such Committee to determine a flair 
cost of living budget for said territory, 
excluding, however, Rent, Fuel, Light 
and Water, and also to determine in 
specific amounts the amount of the 
increase or decrease as at the revision 
dates above specified in the cost of 
said budget, excluding, however, from 
such increases or decreases the amount 
thereof attributable to taxation deter¬ 
mined in the manner above specified.

Beautiful Columbia Icefield Highway 

New Thrill for Visitors to Rockies 


'T’he newly completed Columbia 
A Icefdeld highway, leading north¬ 
ward from Banff and Lake ’Louise 
in the Canadian Rockies, will 
provide unique motoring thrills 
when it is officially opened for 
traffic in July. The new road, 
which cuts through one of the 
most beautiful sections of the 
mountain playground, furnishes 
direct access to the great Colum¬ 
bia Icefield, 150 square miles in 
extent, whose melting ioe is the 
source of rivers which eventually 
find their way to three oceans, 
the Pacific, the Arctic and the 
Atlantic via Hudson Bay. 

The highway runs through the 
very heart of the great mountain 
chain. It follows the valleys of a 


succession of wild, tossing rivers; 
skirts impressive, age-old gla¬ 
ciers; runs along the shores of 
tumbling streams and jade-green 
lakes; passes roaring cataracts 
and rapids. 

This mountain region is not 
barren or colorless. Instead, be¬ 
neath great snow-capped peaks 
are great spruce and pine for¬ 
ests, glittering glaciers, translu¬ 
cent bodies of water, peaks look¬ 
ing for all ,the world as though 
huge paint pots had been spilled 
down their cliffs and terraces. 
Bears, elk, moose and other big 
game can be seen along the road¬ 
side and there is good fishing in 
the waters of the district. 

This new highway promises to
